We are often told in Holy Writ to trust in the Lord Who in the day of | 
The Psalms especially are rich in splendid | 


affliction will not forsake us. 
imagery showing the tower of strength ready to receive the man who in the 
hour of trial putteth his trust in God. Yet at the same time we are advised 
not to be vain and presumptious in our expectation of help from on high. 
How are we to reconcile the two, apparently contradictory, counsels? 

To answer this question we must remember a little faint of the Cate- 
chism. We can sin by defect in hope, not hoping enough and when we have 
every reason to expect help from God, and we can sin by excess of hope, 
hoping for aid in circumstances which are sinful. This is called presumption, 
Our hope should strike the golden mean. 

St. Ignatius wisely tells us that we should set about our undertakings, 
working as if all success depended on ourselves, and then again abandoning 
all to God, as if all depended upon Him. This is wise counsel, not Chester- 


tonian pardon, For God actually assists or concurs, as Theologians say, in 
all our actions. Hence His help is there. As regards spiritual activity, or 


work for Heaven, this concurrence, or help of God, is absolutely necessary. 
For He Himself tells us in St. J rohn’ s Gospel: “Without me you can do 
nothing.” In resisting temptation, into which we do not freely enter and 
which we have not brought on by our folly, God is always with us, helping 
and giving strength. “He will make with temptation issue” so that we will 
be able to overcome it. But at the same time we must do our share, as if 
success depended on us. We must “resist the fiery darts of the most wicked 
one” and do everything in our power to vanquish the tempter; especially 
pray and avoid evil occasion. If we watch and pray, God will do His share. 
And so both God and the soul act together. As the Apostle St. Paul puts it: 
“We know that to them that God all things work together unto good” 
(Rom, VIII, 28). 

“Those who hope in the Lord shall renew their strength.” There are so 
many calamities happening today which may cause our hope to wane and 
grow cold. The Church of God is persecuted, the virtuous seem to suffer 
most, the evil-minded and the scoffer things holy, apparently triumph 
and have things their own way. But God’s arm is not shortened. Know 
you not that “through many tribulations we must enter the Kingdom of 
Heaven.” 

After the death of Christ, His ene 
wrote “Failure” on His tomb, for they rined they had really done Him to 
death. Oh! the vain expectation of these men! Scarcely three days had 
passed, when the Christ, the King of 2g! arises from the grave, and puts 
to shame the vain assertions of His enemies. 

The Divine Providence which leads all things to their appointed end, 
Btill watches over us. “God is still in His Heaven.” When the shadows 
weigh heavy upon you, when the cross grows heavy, when all things conspire 
to rob you of peace—-then is the_hour when the sweet presence of your God 
will dispel the clouds if you put your trust in Him. Then the Good Samari- 
tan is nieh, ready to pour the oil and wine of consolation into your troubled 


heart. But you must trust in your God, put your hope in Him, not do any- 
thing to make you unfit to receive His blessing. For do we not read in 
Ecclesiasticus: “No one hath hoped in the Lord and hath been confounded” ?

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SOME LENTEN RESOLUTIONS FOR YOU. 

The United States Government is prescribing a 
diet (indefinitely) for all people, which is much akin 
to, but far more stringent than that prescribed by the 
Church for her people during the short season of Lent. 

_. Hitherto the Government has depended on the 

loyalty of its subjects and only recommended abstin- 

ence; but now, positive orders have been issued pre- 
scribing two meatless and wheatless days, a porkless 
day, and one meatless and wheatless meal every day. 
These regulations are more severe than the Lenten 
regulations which you have been accustomed to hear 
from the pulpit year after year, but we feel certain 
that you will carefully observe them. “This abstin- 
ence, observed from a motive of patriotism, can be 
— and made most profitable to your 
soul. 

If the order to conserve heat and light continues, 
public Lenten devotions will of necessity be prevented 
in many places. Therefore, family devotions shguld 
be substituted. Instead of feasting your eyes on the 
movies, or on the novel, or on the literature in your 
club rooms, begin the practice of reading something 
elevating, instructive, at the library table in your 
home. 

_ Those of you who have never given more than a 
cursory glance at the contents of this paper had better 
begin to read it thoroughly during Lent. Perhaps the 
practice once begun will be continued.
